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O relief  can  be  more  eflFe6lually  applied  to  the  diftn  fTes  of  the 


Sick  and  Maimed  Poor,  than  that  which  a Dispensary  ‘up- 
p’ies.  It  comprehends  a greater  number  and  variety  of  fufFering  ob- 
jects than  any  other  charitable  Inflilution  : and,  molt  conveniently , in 
their  own  habitations,  affords,  to  their  acute  and  painful  difeafes,  imme- 
diate afliftance,  by  means  the  befl  qualified  to  enfure  fuccefs.  Exdu- 
five  of  thefe  important  advantages  it  extends  its  aid  to  thofe  complica- 
ted and  diflrc'slul  Chronic  Difeafes,  or  thofe  highly  deplorable  exter- 
nal Injuries,  to  which  the  labouring  Poor  are  peculiarly  liable. 

The  fecondary  but  not  lefs  interc  fling  care  of  fuch  humane  eftabbfh- 
rr  ents  is  to  prevent  the  communication  of  Epidemic  Contagion.  Ma- 
ny aie  the  cirrumffances  which  expofe  the  indigent  to  its  influence.  In 
their  confined  habitations,  it  always  fir  ft  appears  ; and  as  its  virulence 
is  aggravated  by  the  want  of  cleanlinefs,  ventilation,  and  even  the  ne- 
ceflaries  of  life,  the  adjacent  fituations  foon  experience  its  baneful  ef- 


fects. 
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Medical  Charities  form,  indeed,  the  mod  powerful  obdacles  to  the 
introduction  and  propagation  of  malignant  fevers.  Contagion  is  the 
mod  formidable  in  its  appearance,  and  mod  dreadful  in  its  confequen- 
ces,  when  it  has  remained  undifeovered  for  any  confiderable  fpace  of 
time,  after  it  has  been  produced.  Uninterrupted  in  its  filent  progrefs, 
it  acquires  fuch  a degree  of  drength  and  virulence,  as  fometimes  ena- 
bles  it  to  fet  at  defiance  the  mod  diligent  and  fkilful  exertions.  As 
the  obfervation  of  thofe,  who  conduCt  a Medical  Charity,  is  daily  direct- 
ed to  the  abodes,  the  accommodations,  and  the  difeafes  of  the  poor,  it 
cannot  long  elude  their  vigilance,  and  efcape  their  notice  : whild  it  is 
eafily  fuppreffed,  and  eradicated,  by  putting  into  immediate  execution  i 
the  requifite  Prophylactics. 

To  fuch  occafional  interpofition  may,  in  a great  meafure,  be  attribu- 
ted the  falubrity  of  a country.  In  communities  where  no  Medical 
Charity  has  been  edablifhed,  the  want  of  proper  medicines  and  atten-  . 
dance  impedes,  if  it  do  not  prevent,  the  recovery  of  thofe  who  are  af-  I 
fliCled  with  fever,  and  facilitates  its  didetnination.  The  didrefs  of  the 
friends  and  relatives  of  the  unhappy  patient,  deprived  of  every  profpeCl 
of  alleviating  his  pain,  and  alarmed  at  the  danger  of  his  fituation,  is  j 
fuch  as  no  language  can  deferibe,  no  imagination  can  conceive.  The  J 
apprenenfion  aifo  of  perifhing  through  negleCf,  in  cafe  they  Ihould 
themfelves  fuffer  the  difeafe,  co-operating  with  the  depreflion  of  their  u 
fpirits,  increafes  their  fufeeptibility  ot  the  contagion. 

In  places,  on  the  contrary,  where  neceflary  adidance  is  gratuitoufly  j 
fupplied,  this  fource  of  fear,  dejedtion,  and  anxiety  is  effedtually  pre-  J 
eluded  ; and  the  public  are  infpired  with  that  intrepidity  and  confi- 
dence, which  contribute  mod  effedtually  to  their  fafety. 

The  prevalence  of  general  or  fpecific  contagion  has,  hence,  been  al- 
ways accounted  a fubjeft  highly  intereding  to  the  community;  and  i 
mod  deferving  the  attention  of  medical  pra&itioners.  The  endear 
urs  of  this  Inditution  have  been  confequently  diredled  to  litigate  j 

its 
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its  power,  and  interrupt  its  progrefs.  The  fuccefs  of  thefe  endeavours 
is  evinced  by  the  falubrity  which  diffinguifhes  this  from  many  neigh- 
bouring filiations,  which  have  long  been  afflidted  with  epidemic  di- 
feafe. In  our  laft  Repokt,  we  particularly  noticed  the  appearance  of 
a dangerous  fever  at  the  Ginns ; which  it  was  then  prefumed  had  been 
perfectly  eradicated.  In  one  highly  infedltd  apartm  nt,  however, 
where  the  Prophylactic  Meafures  were  totally  neglected,  or  imperfectly 
i executed,  the  difeafe  foon  after  recurred  wih  increafed  malignancy  ; 
and,  in  a few  months,  communicated  itfelf  to  a fucceffion  of  inhabitants, 
and  to  almoft  every  perfon  expofed  to  its  influence.  The  threatened 
interpofition  of  the  magiflrate  at  laft  overcame  the  obftinacy  of  the 
people,  and  compelled  them  to  employ  the  requifite  means  of  purifica- 
tion. 

In  the  month  of  7uly>  a woman,  who  had  fuffered  a fever  of  a fimilar 
but  more  virulent  nature,  returning  from  Liverpool  to  an  adjacent  village, 
introduced  it  into  a family  of  four  perfons.  She  had  herfelf,  indeed, 
perfedtly  recovered  from  it ; but  the  articles  of  apparel,  worn  by  her, 
i were  fully  impregnated  with  the  matter  of  contagion.  The  warmth 
I and  moifture  of  the  weather,  at  that  feafon,  contributed  not  a little  to  in- 
creafe  the  power  of  the  difeafe  ; which  afterwards  extended  itfelf  to 
many  neighbouring  families,  and  proved  fatal  to  two  perfons ; one  of 
whom  had  long  fuffered  the  debilitating  effedts  of  a laborious  occupa- 
tion, and  the  natural  infirmities  of  old  age.  Its  further  progrefs  was 
prevented  by  the  ufual  Prophylactics. 

During  the  winter  and  fpring,  this  fever,  affuming  a more  malignant 
type,  was  unfortunately  conveyed  to  fome  adjacent  towns.  The  in- 
Itances  of  it,  which  have  occurred  within  the  diftridt  of  this  Charity, 
may,  probably,  be  imputed  to  our  conftant  intercourfe  with  thofe  in- 
fedted  places  ; and  the<contagion  was  fometimesfo  powerful  as  fenhbly 
to  affedl  all  thofe  who  came  within  the  fphere  of  its  influence.  In  two 
large  families,  not  one  individual  efcaped ; and  where  the  confutation 
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had  been  relaxed,  and  weakened  by  previous  difeafe,  it  generally  be- 
came mortal.  As  the  diftemper  always  occurred  in  Tingle  houfes,  con- 
fiderably  diflant  from  each  other,  the  communication  of  the  contagion 
was  more  nadily  prevented,  and  the  Prophylaaic  Meafures  were  re- 
commended, with  greater  certainty  cf  fuccefs. 

No  fpecjfic  difference  could  be  difcovered  in  the  nature  or  effeas  of 
that  contagion,  which  was  derived  from  very  different  fources  : the  fame 
mode  of  treatment,  fuitably  adapted  to  the  degree  of  violence  of  the 
fymptoms,  and  peculiar  difpofition  of  the  patient,  being  equally  appli- 
cable in  every  cafe. 

As  has  been  formerly  remarked,  in  the  early  periods  of  the  difeafe, 
or  when  it  was  not  completely  formed,  emetics  were  fir  ft  employed,  and 
afterwards  the  medicines  and  regimen  qualified  to  excite  and  promote  a 
•moderate  and  equable  perfpiration.  Whilft  the  fever  continued  vio- 
lent, the  Serpentaria  Decofl,ion>  with  Camphire , and  occafional  opiates, 
were  chiefly  relied  upon.  To  thefe  remedies  was  added  the  regular 
exhibition  of  a table  fpoonful  of  Yeaji,  in  any  convenient  vehicle,  every 
fecond  or  third  hour.  In  many  very  dangerous  cafes,  this  laft  expedi- 
ent appeared  to  be  poffeffed  of  fingular  efficacy.  The  liberal  ufe  of  the 
hark  an^  Wlne  w*s  preferred,  whenever  a remiffion  of  the  fymptoms, 
incieafed  debility,  or  a putrid  tendency,  were  obfervable. 

The  Small  Pox,  a contagion  rroft  formidable  and  deftru&ive  to 
children,  had  prevailed  very  mildly  during  the  fpringof  1799;  and,  as 
n as  noticed  in  the  Report  of  that  year,  appeared  to  have  been  totally 
eradicated.  Whether  its  immediate  and  powerful  recurrence  could  be 
imputed  to  the  fame  fource,  or  to  the  infeftion  brought  by  a child  from 
Liverpool , cannot  be  determined.  It  became  neceflary,  however,  to 
recommend  the  pra&ice  of  Inoculation:  but  as  no  argument,  nor 
even  the  evidence  of  the  moft  favourable  fa6is,  could  overcome  the  pre- 
judices of  the  lower  clafs  of  people,  only  goperfons  have  partaken  its 
enefits : in  all  of  whom  the  fymptoms  were  fo  benign  as  to  require  no 
■medical  affiftance.  It  might  have  been  fuppofed,  That  the  remark- 
able 
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ablccircumflance  of  a fmgle  unfuccefsful  cafe,  and  which  wasoccafioned 
b\  the  cruel  and  injudiciou>  conduct  of  its  parent,  in  1309,  (the  total 
number  of  inoculated  patients  admitted  in  18  years)  n -g  , h i\  e indu- 
ced them  to  accept  the  falutary  propofal.  The  confequetice  of  reject- 
ing the  artificial  mode  of  introducing  the  difeafe,  was  its  banefu1  preva- 
lence in  a natural  fiate  ; and  which  the  intenfe  heat  of  the  weatner 
confiderably  increafed.  It  was  never,  at  any  period,  remembered  to 
have  been  more  fatal  : the  eruptions,  which  were  generally  confluent, 
being  attended  with  highly  putrid  and  malignant  fymptoms.  For  a 
houfe,  in  the  fpace  of  a few  days,  to  be  deprived  of  two  or  three  of  its 
inhabitants  was  no  unufual  occurrence:  the  mortality,  indeed,  for  the 
mod  part,  exceeded  the  proportion  of  1 in  4 perfons.  Several,  after 
fuffering  a tedious,  painful,  and  loalhfome  difeafe,  recovered  with  the 
greateft  difficulty.  The  impoffibility  of  compelling  infants  and  chil- 
dren, in  general,  to  take  with  regularity,  the  proper  dofes  of  the  requi- 
fite  medicines,  prevented  any  profpedt  of  benefit  from  them.  In  the 
latter  ftages  of  the  difeafe,  which  are  accompanied  by  languor  and  pu- 
trefcency,  the  fymptoms  were  always  fenfibly  alleviated  ; and  fome- 
times  totally  removed  ; by  the  judicious  ufe  of  tonics  ; particularly  the 
lark  and  wine,  with  occafional  opiates . — The  other  ufual  epidemics  of 
children  feldom  required  tne  aids  of  this  Charity  : the  cafes  of  Meafies 
and  Hooping-cough  being  few  and  favourable. 

The  Dire&ors  of  this  Beneficent  Infiitution,  in  their  Annual  State- 
ment of  its  proceedings,  have  n peatedly  intimated.  That,  from  the  re- 
du£tion  of  its  finances,  feveral  very  ufeful  branches  were  relinquished- 
The  neceflity  of  thus  contradling  the  limits  of  fo  falutary  an  Eftablilh- 
ment  was  rendered  more  deplorable,  by  its  occurring  at  a period  when 
the  diflreffes  of  the  indigent  chieflv  required  them.  It  was,  however, 

I a fource  of  exquifite  gratification,  to  find  that  the  fame  liberality,  which 
had  long  relieved  their  various  wants,  ftill  continued  to  furnifh  a boun- 
tiful lupply  of  wine  and  cordials.  To  thefe  were  added,  in  cafes  of  ex- 
treme penury,  occafional  attendance,  and  the  means  of  fupport  for 
t.hcmfelves  and  their  families. 


The 
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The  diftrefs,  which  the  poor  experienced  in  the  difficulty  of  procu- 
ring a (mill  portion  of  the  common  neceffaries  of  life,  was  aggravated  1 
by  the  chronic  difeafes  they,  in  confequence,  buffered.  The  pecuniary 
affiftance  and  nutritive  foup,  which  they  received  from  the  humane  ge-  a 
nerofity  of  the  opulent,  contributed  much  to  render  their  unhappy  fitu-  jo 
ation  more  fupportable,  during  a feafon  of  unexampled  fcarcity  and  Ifl 
dearnefs  of  provifions.  The  endeavours  of  this  Charity  were  alfo  ex-  d 
erted  in  the  alleviation  of  their  bufferings  ; and,  in  this  regard,  were  of  it 
fnoft  important  ufe  in  feveral  cafes  of  rheumatifm,  afthma,  and  in-  t 
digeflion  ; but  in  none  did  they  afford  more  certain  relief  than  in  thofe  j 
fpafmodic  diforders  of  the  ftomach  and  bowels,  which  a diminilhed 
quantity  of  food,  or  its  flatulent  quality,  might  occafion. 

The  Syftematic  Arrangement  of  the  Difeafes  which  have  required 
«ur  attention,  fince  the  effabiifhment  of  the  Dispensary,  will  bcfl 
explain  their  tendency  and  event;  will  fhew  the  maladies  peculiarly  in- 
cident to  particular  ages  ; and  prove,  with  regard  to  the  different  periods 
of  lif  , which  are  the  mofl  healthy ; or  which  the  mcft  obnoxious  to  the 
power  of  difeafe.  It  may  alfo,  in  this  view,  be  highly  ufeful  in  deter- 
mining the  fatality  of  contagious  fevers;  and  of  thole  Specific  Epide- 
mics, to  which  children  are  almoft  inevitably  liable. 

The  intelligence  regularly  received,  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Royal  Humane  Society,  enabiesus  to  fulfil  the  benevolent  views 
of  this  excellent  Inftitution.  Whilfl  every  requifite  inftrudion  Is 
given,  for  the  purpofe  of  refloring  Sufpended  Animation,  the  befl 
means  of  preventing  its  caufes,  and  of  refcuing  the  apparently 
drowned  from  premature  death,  are  ftridly  inculcated.  Pecuniary 
rewards  might  alio  be  allowed  to  thofe  who  venture  to  fuccour  fuch 

O 

did  relied  objeds,  and  fnatch  them  from  a waterv  grave;  the  propriety 
of  which  is  fuggefled  by  policy,  not  lefs  than  by  humanity. 

Befides  the  Prophylactics,  already  recommended,  were  employ- 
ed Fumigations,  with  the  fimple  marine  acid  ; or  the  oxygenated  muriatic 
acid  gas , The  former  is  produced  by  a mixture  of  equal  parts  of  com- 
mon 
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men  fait  and  vitriolic  acid ; and  the  latter  by  intimately  combining 
four  ounces  of  common  f 'alt  with  two  ounces  of  cr)flalized  manganejet  irr 
powder ; two  ounces  of  water  and  three  ounces  of  flrong  vitriolic  acid 
are  then  added  ; but  the  latter  fo  gradually  as  to  prevent  any  injurious 
or  difagreeable  effe£l  from  the  acrimonious  vapour.  Where  the  malig- 
nancy of  the  contagion  requires  a very  a&ive  antidote,  which  mud  be  the 
cafe  when  the  difeafe  has  proved  fata1,  that  of  the  fumes  ofcfulphur,  uni- 
ted with  charcoal,  or  nitre,  is  the  mod  fuitable  for  thepurpofe;  or  the 
copious  diffufion  of fulphuric  acidy  obtained  by  a combination  of  one 
part  of  nitre  with  three  parts  of fulphur . ; 

Numerous  are  the  motives  which  might  recommend  this  and  fimilar 
Inditutions,  to  the  patronage  of  the  opulent.  It  is  the  application  of 
wealth  to  charitable  purpofes,  which  can  alone  render  itafource  of  per- 
manent fatisfa&ion  ; and  this  is  the  only  manner  in  which  we  can  teftify 
our  gratitude  to  that  Bung,  who  has  gracioufly  exempted  us  from  the 
evils  of  poverty  ; and  inftead  of  dooming  us  to  fuffer%  has  enabled 
us  to  relieve  did  refs. 

The  mod  powerful  incentive  to  the  pra&ice  of  Charity,  is  the  confi- 
deration  that  we  are  thus  imitating  the  beneficent  Author  of  the  Uni- 
verfe  ; and  confequently  are  elevating  our  nature  to  as  high  a degree 
of  dignity  and  perfe&ion,  as  is  pofiible  in  the  prefent  date  of  infirmi- 
ty, fin,  and  error. 

' By  the  communication  of  benefits  to  thofe,  who  require  them,  we 
make  the  neared  approaches  to  the  Divine  Nature  ; and  whilft  every 
other  fublunary  enjoyment  has  a tendency  to  degrade  the  real  honour 
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of  man,  to  contratt  his  views,  and  to  enervate  his  mind,  this  alone  j 

exalts  his  chara&er,  refines  his  fentiments,  and  ennobles  his  faculties, 
With  refpett  to  Medical  Charities,  confidered  in  a political  view,*, 
they  are  produ&ive  of  the  mod  important  advantages.  By  the  feafon-. 
able  relief  which  they  adminider,  in  cafes  of  accidental  injury,  of  mid- 
wifery, of  fufpended  animation,  and  of  thofe  difeafes  which  require 
immediate  attention ; . and  by  their  extenfive  ufe  in  dete&ing  latent 

contagion* 
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contagion,  and  in  ar  retting  its  progrefs,  they  preferve  and  reftore  many 
lives,  which  would  otherwife  be  inevitably  loft  to  fociety  : Whilft  they 
alleviate  aifo  the  pains  of  Chronic  Maladies,  they  prevent  the  influence 
of  a Difeafe  generally  fatal  to  children.  Such  Inflitutions,  therefore,  j; 
by  thefe  means,  effectually  contribute  to  increafe  the  population  and 
ilrength  of  a country. 

An  additional,  and  very  forcible  motive  to  Charity,  is  its  effed  on 
our  character ; and  on  our  happinefs.  Senfibility  is  the  parent  of  every 
milder  virtue.  It  correds  thofe  felfifh  and  contracted  notions, 
and  loftens  that  unfeeling  difpofition,  which  the  pride  of  wealth 
is  apt  to  occafion.  It  ftimulates  us  to  the  performance  of  every 
focial  duty ; and,  in  the  regulation  of  our  condud,  it  teaches  us  to 
confult  the  public  good,  not  perfonal  advantage.  From  it  flow 
that  tendernefs  of  heart  and  fweetnefs  of  temper,  which  extend  their 
gentle  influence  over  every  relation  of  life. 

But  that  internal  fatisfadion,  which  arifes  from  the  confcious  reflec- 
tion of  having  mitigated  the  forrowsof  our  fellow  creatures,  is  the  moll  | 
exquifite,  folid,  and  permanent  of  all  earthly  gratifications.  It  heigh- 
tens the  pleafure  of  every  enjoyment,  and  is  a fource  of  confolation  in 
the  hour  of  adverfity.  It  deprives  Difeafe  of  its  Pain,  and  divefls 
Death  of  its  Terrors.  It  fupports  the  Soul  at  that  awful  moment  ' 
when  it  is  feparated  from  the  Body  : and  it  is  the  Anticipation  of  that  j 
Eternal  Bufs,  with  which  ads  of  Ben  xr  ickn ce  will  affurediy  be  re- 
warded.
